Middle West Conference at 
Hotel La Salle Hears Stir- 
ring Talks on Ways 
and Means. 


ARE FROM MANY STATES. 


Wisconsin and Kansas Speakers 
Detail the Progress Made for 
the Cause in Their 

Territories. 


If you want money for the suffrage 
cause the best way to get it is to ask for 
it, and not have tag days and bazaars. 

If you want to get yourself, family, or 
cause before the public the only legiti- 
mate way to accomplish this is to do 
something which makes news, and not 
give a pink tea and then blame the editer 
because he prefers to print an account 
of an automobile race instead of the List 
of your guesta 

If you want to address a street gather- 
ing you had Better do s0 from a step- 
laddér and not a soap box. | 

If you want to get suffrage, the wey 
to do it is to plug: not talk, but plug. 


The foregoing and similar advice was of- 
fered at the first Mississippi valley confer- 
ence of suffragists in the opening session 
yesterday at the La Salle hotel, 

Several hundred delegates representing all 
the middle western states were present. 

For a time the National Suffrage organiza- 
tion leaders felt they ought to be invited, 
and later said that they would attend whether 
asked or not. Just at the last moment Miss 
Anna Shaw, the president, advised them not 
to do so, and Mrs, Stanley McCormick of 
Boston and Chicago, who was especially in- 
vited, decided to remain away. 

“If you want money I really think the best 
way is to come right out and ask for it,” 
said Mrs. Crystal Eastman Benedict of Mil- 
waukee, addressing the conference. Tou 
are only snubbed about three times in twelve. 
Take an automobile and get some one to 
go with you. The only girl in Milwaukee 
who would ever go with me has gone to 
Egypt, but still I mean to practice my own 
methods just the same. Go and ask the 
business men for funds.. Sometimes they 
will give you $5 to get ridofyou. Sometimes 
they will give it because they like your face. 
Sometimes because they really believe in 
suffrage. 

Urges Closest on. 

r don't think you can with- 
out the clogest organization. (Applause, in 
which Miss Elizabeth Engelke, aged 8, the 
youngest suffraget present. joined.) But field 
organization must be supplemented by the 
most prosaic, unilluminated work from the 
high office room.” 

Miss Marion Drake drew lessons from the 
recent preferential vote in Chicago. 

„1 don’t believe much in having women 
outside the polis,” she said. “If your work 
is done as it should be in advance, there is 
no need of thig. If it is not,@ woman cannot 
get the man’s vote in the second or so she has 
with him as he goes to castit. A house to 
house canvass is the only thing that will 
ever win out. We have an organization here 
called an Alliance, which has built up an 
organization of vice presidents, each of 
whom presides over two or three precinete, 
one good and one or two that-are poor.” 


“Be Spectacular,” Says Mrs. Cutter. 

“Publicity and enthusiasm go hand in 
hand,” said Mrs. Edna Cutter, correspond- 
ing secretary of the Kansas City Equal Suf- 
trage association, who spoke on methods of 
reaching the press. “ While we may not be- 
lieve in the methods of the English sufiragets, 
they unquestionably create news worthy of 
display under big headlines and calling for 
photographs. 

„Be spectacular, but not outlandish. Do 
things that will force the indifferent to read. 
Particularly do those things that. will prove 
to the women of the working classes that 
suffrage is not a fad of the idle rich. The 
story of that suffrage parade In New York. 
must have appealed to every working girl and 
woman with her own auto.” 


No Militancy Needed in Kansas.” 


Mrs, C. A. Hoffman of Enterprise, Kas., 
said that the women of her state, in which 
the suffrage question comes up for the vote 
in November, have less to contend with then 
ela.where.

brown and Addison's disease is under way, 
The blood pressure falls to 80 and sometimes 
60, the weakness is profound, the blood 
loses in richness, and death finally ensues. 
The cause of the disease is that the blood 
does not get as much adrenal secretion as it 
needs. 

When the adrenals are removed or are 
rapidly destroyed, the blood pressure drops, 
weakness is profound, and death ensues, but 
pigmentation does not develop. This last 
sign results when the sapply of secretion is 
moderately diminished, not entirely stopped. 
The treatment of Addison's disease is the 
use of some of the forms of adrenal prep- 
arations and taking care of the symptoms. 
In a large proportion of the cases no treat- 
ment is satisfactory. 


til 
There is great need for study, work, in- 
vestigation, on the curative side of Addi- 
son’s disease. There is greater need for 
study of the relation between the secretions 
of the thyroid, thymus, sexual glands, pitui- 
tary, adrenals, and, possibly, other ductless 
glands, to learn where they antagonize and 
where they complement each other. 

There are but few people who develop Ad- 
dison's disease and, from the standpoint 
of this disease, the adrenals are scarcely 
of interest enough to warrant this space. 
But a large part of the people are mildly 
adrenal plus or minus, and the greatest need 


available for these. We do not know as 
much as we should about high and low 


the abdomen.

PLAN END OF BORROWING. 


Applicants for Jobs or Promotions Must 
Be Debt Free. 


Loan shark victims employed by the county 
are aimed at in an amended rule adopted by 
the county civi!] service commission. It pro- 
videe that no applicant or employé shall 
be permitted to take an original or promo- 
tional examination if he hae “ failed to pay 
a judgment for debt for which he is able.“ 

Attempts have been made in the control- 
ler’s office to contrive a method for prevent- 
ing employés from borrowing from ban 
sharka Recently Deputy Controller Frank 
Ryan asked the commission to adopt à rule 
that would render an employé who hebitu- 
ally patronizes usurere liable to dismissal. 
President Greer promised this would be done. 

While the amendment does not prohibit 
the mere borrowing of money from sharks, 
the desired effect, it is believed, will result. 

Another rule amendment adopted by the 
commission provides that an applicant who 
has used or attempted to use political or 
persuasive influence upon the commission, 
the board of examiners, or any of the mem- 
bers thereof, to induce them or any of them 
to accord such applicant more favorable or 
advantageous treatment than that accorded 
other applicants shall be subject to dis- 
miss al.

Care of the 8 2 Plants in Summer. 
BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 


AM often asked: What is the best method 
of caring’ for. house plants during the sum- 
mer? Shall we keep them in their pots, or 
shall we plant them in the garden? 

To which I always answers I would ad- 
vise keeping them in their pots , | 
But 1 am often met with this argument: 
Plants grow better:when put out ii >the garden 
than they ever do when kept in pots. f 
I admit the truth of this statement. But 
there comes a time when these ‘plants must be 
lifted and potted. And no matter how care- 
fully we perform this work, there will be more 
or less injury done to the roots, and this in it- 
self will give the plants a check, to say nothing 
of the injury that resulta from a general dis- 
turbance of the root system of any plant by re- 
potting when it is necessary to reduce the quan- 
tity of soil in which the plant has been grow 
ing. Plants put into the open ground will send 
their roots far and wide, and anyone can readily 
see that:a good many of these roots, if not most 
of them, will have to be sacrificed in order to 
get the plant into a pot of reasonable size. It 
naturally follows, therefore, that all that has 
been gained by planting out is offset by the 
damage done to the plants at a time when they 
ought to be at their best in order to withstand 
the debilitating effects of removal to the house, 
where there is almost always a lack of fresh 
air and too much warmth. In nine cases out of 
ten where plants have been turned out of their 
pots during summer they will receive such a 
setback at potting time that it will take them 
nearly all winter ‘to recover from it. This being 
the case, what is gained by planting out your 
plants? Nothing. On the contrary, you have 
lost a good deal. This is why I never advise 
putting one’s house plants into the garden beds.

Plants in pots are always under control— 
that is, you can give plants that need a good 
deal of water all they can make use of, and 
those which require but little water can be kept 
as dry as seems necessary. In short, you can 
adapt to each plant just the kind of treatment 
it ought to have, and in this way. you can stim- 
ulate your plants to growth if advisable, or 
keep them in a semi-dormant condition until 
such time as you think best to encourage 
growth. This enables us to give our plants a 
resting spell at a time when they need it most. 
Of course a plant kept in a pot during the sum- 
mer will require attention daily, but if you 
really love plants you will find it a pleasure to 
give them such care as they stand in need 
of the year around. If you do not love them I 
wouldn't advise you to attempt their culture. 
Persons who attempt to grow flowers simply 
because it is “the style” to do so are almost 
sure to make a sad failure of it. A half hour’s 
attention every other day will be quite sufficient 
to kéep a large collection in proper condition 
throughout the entire season. 

When cold weather seems at hand the plants 
that have been kept in pots through the summer 
are ready to go into the house at a moment's 
notice and a simple change of quarters Is all 
that is necessary. No roots to cut off or dis- 
turb, no sacrifice of a good part of the plant, as 
is absolutely necessary when it has to be taken 
up from the ground—for the top must be, cut 
away to correspond with the loss of roots— 
therefore no check except such as results from 
the change from out to in doors. And this can 
be prevented almost entirely by keeping the 
windows at which the plants stand open 
throughout the daytime to admit fresh air in 
liberal quantities and by showering daily for 
a time. 
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But some say: “We are going away during 
the summer, and of course it would never do to 
leave our plants in pots while we are gone, 
unless we are sure that they will be prop- 
erly cared for.” 

In such cases I would advise sinking the pot 
containing the plant in the ground up to its 
rim, This is called “ plunging” by the profes- 
sional gardener. Plants treated in this manner 
will generally get along without the application 
of water, as pots are absorptive to a degree 
that will allow a sufficient quantity of moisture 
to meet the needs of the plants to penetrate 
through their walls. In a very dry season it 
may be necessary to apply water two or three 
times a week. Plants summered in this way 
cannot extend their root growth beyond the 
pots; therefore when it comes time to transfer 
them to the house all one has to do is to lift 
the pot out of the ground, and this can be done 
without the least disturbance of either top or 
roota. i

riety by many florists, but I advise its use by 
amateurs because it is more likely to give sat- 
isfaction than some of the more popular sorts 
with such care as it generally gets from this 
class of gardeners. Clothilde Soupert is an 
excellent winter bloomer and does well in pot 
culture. 

Mrs. T. J. D.—The cineraria requires a good 
deal of water when growing rapidly and get- 
ting ready to bloom. It must be given good 
drainage and it must be watched carefully to 
malte sure that the green aphis does not estab- 
lish itself on it. If tobacco extract is used, 
apply it in the form of a spray, being particu- 
lar to get it to the under side of the leaves, 


where the aphis and the red ;pider usually lo- 
cate themselves.

Economical Housekeeping 


String Beans. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


F the preparation of string beans is one of 

the most delicate of operatiofs surely it 

should not be followed by some coarse and 

indifferent treatment of this superfine or 

very common vegetable, according as it is 
cooked. 

What the every day housewife calls cooking 
her beans the experts call blanching them, with 
the exception that she does not treat them with 
gold water to finish the process. There are 
green beans which do not need to be prepared by 
this process, but most of those of the market 4o. 
A green bean to de delicious should never 
taste of the water. How any one can cook a 
green dean by simmering it for two or three 
hours and have it anything but water logged I 
do not see, but people do so cook it and believe 
it ig the ideal way. Of course, it can n 
come out a green bean. 

Green beans from the market should always be 

freshened in cold water, but to soak them for 
twelve hours after they have been stringed and 
broken in pieces, even in cold weather, seems 
rather excessive, although this is recommended 
by one of our highest authorities. 
TO BLANCH GREEN BEANS.—Drain from 
coldrwater.and drop them into salted water that 
ts. boiling’ rapidly, allowing a teaspoon of salt to 
two quarts of water. Boil rapidly twenty min- 
utes, pour into a colander and after they have 
dr#ined let cold water run upon them.

After they have been blanched put on to finish 
with one-half cup of boiling salted water to a 
quart of beans and be generous with the butter, 
A large tablespoonful is all too scant for this 
measure of beans, perhaps enough to cook them 
in if they are to be on the stove fifteen minutes, 
but more must be added just as they are served. 

Mrs. Rorer not only runs cold water over her 
beans, but she lets them stand in it for ten 
minutes to blanch them. This is something of a 
waste of bean substance. 

Fresh beans may be cooked very deliciously 
and remain green without blanching them by 
adding a little piece of butter to them when they 
are half done and letting the water all cook 
away before they are seasoned further with 
butter. The wide pole bean is always delicious 
cooked in this way.

The butter or wax bean does not so much 
need blanching as most green beans do, and yet 
it is generally prepared in the same way. An 
excellent hot salad is made as follows: Cut up a 
sice of bacon in small squares and fry in but- 
ter. When brown thicken fat with flour and 
add a I'ttle hot water and vinegar and let boil 
a few minutes. Add enough liquid so that the 
dressing w''l be of the right consistency. Pour 
this over ihe prepared beans which have had 
added to them a little pepper and a bit of 
sugar.

BERLIN, May 21.—The reichstag today 
passed the third reading of the bills increas~ 
ing the German army and navy. 

The navy-bill provides for an extra battle 
squadron, for which three additional battle- 
ships and two cruisers are to be constructed 
before 1920. The estimated additional an- 
nual cost is $24,250,000 this year, $31,760,000 
next year, and 828.600 000 yearly afterward. 

_ The army bill provides for. an increase of 
25,000 men cluding officers and noncom- 
missioned 0 cers and other detalls in the 
peace footing ia the army. 


Wealthy Must Bear 

The contention that part. at least, of the 
cost of the increases in the army and gavy 
should be borne by new taxation on the 
wealthier classes has prevailed. 

The reichstag adopted the two lawe first 
on the condition that it would grant the 
necessary funds upon the introduction by 
the government of legislation providing for 
some form of general property tax and its 
enactment before Oct. 1, 1916. Its second 
condition was that the government should 
reintroduce the inheritance tax bill, the re- 
jection of which overthrew Chancellor von 
Bulow and was one of the principal issues 
at the last general eelctions: 

The secretary of the treasury announced 
that the government accepted the first con- 
dition, which was interpreted as demanding 
some form of taxation of wealth or inheri- 
tance, and would introduce such a measure, 
but Was unwilling to bind itself to the inheri- 
tance tax contemplated in the second condi- 
tion.

This bill probably will come up for action 
by the committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce this week and its advocates are 
hopeful of ite passage this session. 


Immature Calves Killed. 

“While the present horrible conditions 
would de much improved if the meat In- 
spection laws were enforced, they do not 
provide against the shipment and slaughter 
of immeture calves,“ said Mrs. Crane. Be- 
fore 1906 calves under 4 weeks old could nat 
be shipped, but the limit was reduced to 
three weeks. The six weeks’ limit pro- 
vided in Mr. Hamilton's bil! is reasonable. 

It is necessary to prevent the unneces- 
sary Cruelty now practiced on young calves 
not old enough to be Able to eat and to 
safeguard the health of people who coneume 
the meat. 

“ Dr. Ry der, in charge of the federal meat 
inepection in Boston, has described to me 
the tortures undergone by young calves 
shipped before they are old enough to take 
any nourishment, and so arrive in a dying 
condition. ® 


Cause of Much Disease. 

“ This meat is much more subject to decay 
and disease than if it had been properly nour- 
ished and has in many cafes been the cause 
of dangerous or fatal disease to the con- 
sumers.” — 

Representative Hamilton asserts that many 
of the chicken sandwiches sold in hotels are 
in realty made of young calves meat. 

It the calf has died of exhaustion in ship- 
ment it is still used for food,“ he declared. 
“The brains, liver, sweetbreads, and heart 
are sold, the hide is used, and the carcass is 
cut up and canned for chicken. In many 
cases the meat is diseased or decayed or 
too young to be fit for food. 

The only way protection can be extended 
to the people, particularly those who are 
dependent on hotels, is to pass a bill pro- 
hibiting the shipment for slaughter of young 
calves. Of course such a measure Is vio- 
lently opposed by the cattle interests, but I 


am hopeful of having my bill passed this gea-
